A case was recently decided at Phila- 


delphia, by which one of a party of four 
persons who had spent the evening at a 
public house, was compelled to pay the 
whole bill, his companions having neg- 
lected to "pony up" their proportion of 
the expenses. 
The case is reported in 


the Bulletin. 
The defendant held, that 


as he had not drank the whole nor ate 
the whole that was ordered, but only a 
fourth part thereof, he was responsible 
for payment only in the ratio :— 


"The 
judge was of a different opin 


ion. 
A company assembled at a public 


house, can be considered by the land- 
lord as only one person, they have join- 
ed themselves together, and he lias no 
right to put them asunder, he cannot 
say to one as he enters, "You may 
drink," and to another 'You shall not,' 
nor ask any one whether he has money 
to pay for his reckoning. 
One may 


treat another for what he knows, or he 
may treat the whole. 
It is a partner- 


ship for that night, and what right has 
the landlord to inquire who finds the 
capital?—They are equally 
accoun- 


table to him for the whole debt. 
It is 


not enough that one pays his part; he 
must take care that the whole is paid ; 
that is his concern, not the landlord's. 
When the partnership dissolves, wheth- 
er it be at mid-clay or at mid-night, ev- 
erv partner is responsible for the debts 
contracted in the partnership.—If one 
man breaks a glass, it is nothing to the 
landlord who broke it: he can_ charge 
it to the company, as well as its con- 
tents, and they must settle the matter 
with the individual. 
One man with 


money might bring a dozen without, 
who, 'being strangers, the landlord is 
deprived of his property and his reme- 
dy. 
He can take any ofthe company, 


and he whom he takes may demand his 
shares from the rest.

Fellow Citizcna:—The period will soon ar- 


rive when you will be called upon to exercise 
a right, which, of all the independent nations 
of considerable power on the globe, you alone 
possess—that of electing, by your own free 
choice, and from among yourselves^ the per- 
son who is to be entrusted' with the high func- 
tions of your Chief Executive Magistrate.— 
It is sometimes said that it is of little impor- 
tance what individual is clothed with that 
character: that a President ofthe U. States 
has no great personal influence either for 
good or evil, and that, in the present prosper- 
ous condition of the country, the public af- 
fairs would be transacted just about as well 
under one President as another. 
Such opin- 


ions can only be entertained by persons who 
have reflected very little on the theory orLhe 
practical operation of our Government. 
The 


whole course ofthe public affairs depends, in 
a very considerable degree, upon the direc- 
tion which is given to the influence belong- 
ing to the office of President. It is no doubt 
true that the political machine may continue 
to move on a while with apparent success 
under very unskilful direction, by the effect 
of a favorable impulse received at other times: 
but it is obviou?. that if such a state of things 
continued long, the favorable impulse will be 
lost, and the principle of prosperity destroy- 
ed, perhaps forever. It is generally acknow- 
ledged that the pure and lofty character of 
Washington contributed more than any other 
cause to'carry our institutions into successful 
operation, and that the eminent virtues and 
the acknowledged talents of his successor? in 
the Presidency, hove aided very powerful- 
ly in sustaining and perfecting the work 
which he be<ran. It is equally n ppavcnt, that 
if the Chief Magistracy should ever be com- 
mitted for any great length of time to per- 
sons of an opposite character, the condition of 
the country must undergo.in one way or anoth- 
er, a disastrous, perhaps a filial revolution- 


Such being the importance of the right 


which you will soon be called upon to exer- 
cise, you owe it tn yourselves, to your chil- 
dren/to your country, to rhe cjuije of luunan- 
it,y, which is so deeply involved in the issue 
of the political experiment that is now ma- 
ki:ic among us. to exercise it with full and 
mature deliberation—without any bias fnim 
part," feeling or more personal advantage, 
and "with a single view to the public good.— 
You owe this, not only to the interest, but to 
the honor of the nation. It is important to 
the preservation of the f;:ir fame which we 
have already acquired throughout the world, 
thai the seat of Washington, and his succes- 
sors, should be worthily" tilled : that persons 
should be chosen to succeed these illustrious 
men. who shall be able, like thnn, to do hon- 
or, by their manner of discharging its Cities, 
even to the high office of the President of the 
United States: that tlic personal conduct of 
the head of the Executive Department should 
be marked, as it always wns in former days, 
with fh's-nity, judgment, rrcod temper, discre- 
tion, and moderation : that the youth of our 
Government should not be sullied by the foul 
stains of immorality thai disfigure Uie anti- 
quated and corrupt institutions of otlicr coun- 
tries, and that our citizens, and the world at 


e should be able to look up to the 


places of this Union for examples of public 
and private virtue.

best evidence that could possibly be had in 
favor of the administration under which it hud 
grown up. 
Much of it could be traced di- 


rectU' to the character and opinions of the 
leading members of that administration,

was, however, under these circumstances, 
that a vigorous. :uid, as has been sbown^by 
the issue, successful effort wns made to effect 
a change and to place in the Chair of the 
Chief .Magirifr.icy t he present incumbent.— 
On the comparative qualifications of the 
President and his predecessors, for the high 
station which they have successively filled, 
we will not here speak. 
Wo cheerfully re- 


sign a task so ungrateful in one of its divi- 
sions, to the impartial and unshrinking hand 
of History. Nor will we here enlarge on the 
means by which the change in question wns 
accomplished—the reckless and persevering 
calumny, which was constantly pouring forth 
from hundreds of presses, on the best and the 
purest men in the nation,—tin: false preten- 
sions to exclusive republicanism—the fac- 
tious clamor which was kept up in Congress 
—the artful combination of conflicting per- 
sonal and parlv interests for a common ob- 
ject, and the various other unworthy arts that 
were brought, inio action on this occasion.— 
Suil'.ee it to remark, that the change was ef- 
fected—in form, at least,—in a legal and con- 
stitutional way; and, however justly offen- 
sive thocircumstances that brought it about^ 
niiirhtand must have been to the friends of 
the" last administrulion, however deficient the 
present incumbent might have been suppo- 
sed to be in the qualities most requisite for 
the station to which he had been raised, it is 
believed that when he enteied on his office, 
there was no disposition in any portion ofthe 
people to commence a premature or factions 
opposition to his measures. 
It was a- 


1,inning enough to prudent and well mean- 
in"; men that the Government of the country 
had fallen into such hands, and far from at- 
tempting to perplex or embarrass the admin- 
istration3, thuy would rather have lent all the 
aid in their power to carry the country safely 
through so dangerous a crisis. 
On the other 


!iand,"the military successes ofthe President, 
had gained him an extensive personal popu- 
larity-, which would have enabled him, had he 
known how to turn it to account, to carry on 
tiie Government with e.xtraurdinnry fiiciliiy. 
Under this combination of circumstances, it 
is believed, that had the public affair-sheen 
nianaired with tolerable prudence and dncrc- 
tion, "General 
Jackson 
miirht have gone 


through his term of official life without a siiow 
of opposition, and have been re-elected, bad 
he been so inconsistent as to desire it, by a 
verv unanimous vote. 


Nor were the friends ofthe country with- 


out strong hopes that such a result wun Id fol- 
low. 
J3cficienlas the President was known 


to be in the qualities and accomplishments 
most essential to a civil magistrate, it was 
yet anticipated tlial he misht bo found to 
JKJSSCSS the courtesy, llic generous R-olings. 
the hirrh sense of decorum and propriety 
whicli'forni the appropriate ornaments ofthe 
military character, and would have secured 
him from any open offence against tho dig- 
nity of his oirice. 
Alter the lutter to the 


venerable patriot Monroe, iu which lie bad 
so emphatically recommended the oblivion of 
the old party distiactionp, it was confidently 
expected that nothing would be done by liim-

menl of hi.: incapacity to execute tho duties 
of his ollicc, through agents appointed.- by 
himscl l',even to his own satisfaction, he should 
deem it expedient to offer his .services to the 
nation for a second term. 


Tin; first official act ofthe President indi- 


cated, in a striking and painful manner, in 
how small a degree any favorable anticipa- 
tions that might have been formed of his con- 
duet were likely to be realized. 
Wo allude 


to hia Inaugural Address to the People, in 
which he levelled against l.ho administration 
of his predecessor a sweeping charge of inca- 
pacity and corruption. 
A charge of incapaci- 


ty to conduct ilio civil attains of the coun- 
try, preferred by Andruw Jackson against 
such men as Mr. Adams, Mr. Clay, and their 
distinguished colleagues in ofiice, was of 
course merely ludicrous; but the imputation 
of corruption was of a more serious character. 
Had there been the least foundation for it in 
fact, it is obvioiitf that thu las! person who 
oin^hl to have, made it his business to denounce 
it to the public was the President oflhe Uni- 
ted Stales, who has no other constitutional a- 
gency inrr-irard to such offences but the pow- 
er ofpardon. 
The indecorum of this denun- 


ciation was hardly less glaring than its essen- 
tial injustice, and can only be paralleled by 
that of the subsequent denunciation ofthe 
same administration, on the same authority, 
toa foreign government. 


This proceeding aw;ikened;in the mind of 


every good citizen very painful forebodings 
as to the consequences which were to follow 
upon such a commencement. 


These forebodings were too FOOII realized. 


The next act of the Administration was a gen- 
eral removal of such of the public agents as 
were not recommended by attachment to the 
person or party of the President. The ex- 
tent to which this system was carried is stri- 
kingly evinced by'the fact, that, within-a 
month alter the inauguration ofGon. Jack- 
son, more 
persons were removed 
from 


ofiice than during the whole forty years that 
had elapsed since the adoption of the Consti- 
tution. The motive which led to this policy 
is illustrated by the fact, that it was applied, 
principally in States where the majority of 
the people were opposed to the Administra- 
tion, while in the others there were compara- 
tively few removals. Such was the practi- 
cal comment on the text ofthe Inaugural Ad- 
dress which denounced the preceding Ad- 
ministration as having brought the patron- 
age ofthe Government into conflict with the 
purity of elections. 
Tho Foreign Ministers 


were abruptly recalled at large expense to 
the country,'in some instances before they 
had reached their destination, and in all, 
without the observation ofthe common forms 
of civility towards them, or the Governments 
near which llio.y were accredited. 
Among 


the victims of proscription al home were some 
ofthe most respectable and interesting per- 
son? in the community—veterans who, after 
hVht.inir the battles of the war of independ- 
ence, had been placed by Ihe justice ofthe 
Government in the offices they held, and 
were now rudely thrustoulof them to endure, 
n t a n advanced age, the miseries of actual 
want, as a reward for the devotion of their 
whole lives to the public service. This was 
not all. This universal proscription, taken 
in connection with the tenor ofthe Inaugural 
Address, amounted to a charge of universal 
corruption. 
Common justice required lha!t 


the individuals against whom such a charge 
was brought, should have opportunity to de- 
fend themselves.

"When a 
public servant of unblemished character, now 
a member of Congress, demanded oflhe late 
Secretary of State an explanation of this im- 
plied charge of corruption, under which he 
had been removed from his place as a Clerk 
in the Department of Slate, h« was coolly in- 
formed thatrin harm was meant, and that no 
explanation would bo given.

vant of most respectable character and ven- 
e-nil)l<: vears. was not only removed tt thrown 
ujK>n 1 Jiy world, at fhe a^e of more than cigh- 
ty,!nit actually had liisi'urnitnreseized, under 
a Trefi.-nry warrant of distress, upon a false 
pretence of peculation, at a time when, as 
appears from a siibhcqnent decree ofthe corn- 
p'-tynt tribunal, the United Siates owed him 
more than twylvo thousand dollar.1-'.

At a large and respectable meeting of the 


Volunteers and Militia of lbe2d Brigade 5th 
Division P. M. held at. the Court-house in 
Gettysburg, on Saturday tbe 34th Dec. 1831 : 
Copt! JAM'ES BELL was called to the Chair, 


arid Capt. ROBERT 
and Quarter- 


Master J. B. DA.NNUI appointed Secretaries. 


The object of meeting being stated— 
On motion— Major A. G. Miller, Maj. IT. 


Myers, Capt. G.Cownover, Capt. Kerr, and 
Capt. Ash, were appointed a committee to 
draft an Address and Resolutions expressive 
of the sense oF the meeting — who reported 
the Following, which were unanimously a- 
dupted : — 


The proper organization and disci- 


pline of the Militia of this Common- 
wealth, is a subject of .great importance, 
and by no means free from difficulty. — 
As a means of defence, the M i l i t i a are 
depended upon : which renders it ne- 
cessary that their organization and dis- 
cipline should, if possible, equal their 
importance. 
In a Republic like this, 


where the Government is directed by 
the Sovereign People; where "the right 
of the citizens to bear arms in defence 
of themselves and the State, shall not 
be questioned ;" where "no standing 
army shall, in time of peace, be kept up 
wiYhout the consent of the legislature ;" 
where the right of suffrage, and the be- 
nefits of government, are equally en- 
joyed by all : it is right and proper that 
every citizen should contribute to the 
general defence. 
For ihis reason, the 


Constitution requires that "The free- 
men of this Common wealth shall be 
armed and disciplined for its defence ;" 
but how they are to be "armed and dis- 
ciplined," is to be provided by law. — 
The Legislature bus the control and 
direction of this subject. 
Since the a- 


dopiiun of our Constitution, many suc- 
cessive laws for "the 
regulation of the 


militia.'' have been enacted ; and it is 
much to be regie! ted. that defects have 
existed either m these laws, or in their 
acHuuistralioti. until public confidence 
is impaired in the efficacy of the Mili- 
lia'~as a means of defence. 


That these defects have not origina- 


ted with the Militia themselves, the-ir 
patriotism and valot exhibit a b u n d a n t 
proof. 
The history of our country is 


a fair record of the valor, ihe patriot- 
ism, and the achievements of the Mili- 
tia engaged in our revolutionary strug- 
gle^ of their energy and eflVrt in the 
battles on our Northern frontier; ol the 
alacrity with which they rallied around 
the" standard of their country, \\hen a 
foreign foe attempted t» invade our 
shores ; and of their noble defence of 
the City of New-Oi leans. 
Uut, howe- 


ver patriotic und brave they may be, 
they have no inducements nor ad van 
tages s'in these peaceful times," to be- 
come soldiers. They are compelled by 
law to assemble for parade, once in 
each year by companies, and once by 
battalions or regiments ; and when so 
assembled, they are without the means 
of instruction, or the time to procure 
it^ without the dress or appearance ol 
soldiers, and, in many instances, eve? 
•without arms. Therefore it cannot bt 
correctly said, that the Enrolled Mi/if in 
are "armed and disciplined." 
They 


know not, from experience, what disci- 
pline is — nor are they now provided In 
law with arms of any kind. In these 
particulars, the present system is cer- 
tainly defective : and we might add, it 
is the cause of much unnecessary trou- 
ble and inconvenience and injury to the 
individual — of prejudice to morality — 
of disrepute to the military science — 
and of excessive burden to th'c govern 
ment. 


It is not the desire of this Commit- 


tee to have the Militia System aban- 
doned — for it is a wise maxim, "In time 
of peace, prepare for war ;" but some 
modification might be made, conform 
able with the requiMtions of the Cou 
stitution, and advantageous to the com- 
munity. 
If some provision were made 


by law, to abolish the Battalion o- Re- ; 
gimenlal trainings of the Militia 
in lieu thereof, have the 
and non-commissioned Officers of *\ich 
Brigade or Regiment to encamp oner 
in each year, according to the r«3rs and 
regulations of w4>r, under sirict 
for a luniu'd time, information 
be received by them, which would br;

If it should be objected, that this plan 


would be expensive to individuals, and 
burdensome l o g o v e n i m c M i t . i t might be 
answered, t h a t if a small b u m could not 
be collected from the enrolled 
militia, 


in I'u it of t h e i r battalion and regimen- 
t a l days of training, it would 
not cost 


the government more t h a n the >',\pen 
ses of the present system, and would 
be productive of more good. 


As the object of this meeting is to 


take i n t f i consideration the propriety of 
electing Delegates to ihe proposed Mil- 
itary Convention, to be held at Harris 
burg on the second day of Jan. next— 
this Committee take pleasure in recom- 
mending said Convention : as, by a 
convention of individuals experienced 
in m i l i t a r y uflairs, assembled from d i f - 
ferent parts of the State, the defects of 
the present .system can be more easily 
ascertained, and a remedy more amply 
suggested. 


We have, probably,entered into this 


subject more fully than was desirable 
at this time; but a disposition to lend 
our aid in correcting tbe present sys- 
tem, and lo direct the attention of Del- 
egates (if it .should please this meeting 
to elect) lo the subject, form our only 
excuse. 
We therefore conclude, by 


suggesting for the consideration of the 
meeting the following Resolutions:— 


Resolved, That it is ricrht and proper to 


sleet Delegates to a Military Convention to 
be held at IJarrisbur^, on the 2J day of Janu- 
ary next, to take into consideration the de- 
fects in tiic present j\iilitia system of this 
commonwealth—and ro suggest such im- 
provement therein as can be made consistent- 
ly with the requisites of the constitution.

Harrisburg, on the 2d inst. adjourned on

That the citizens of this commonwealth 


ougfht to be divided into two classes. 


That all such citizens that will uniform 


themselves voluntarily according to law, 
ougfht to compose the first class, and be cal- 
led the active militia; and that all such citi- 
zens between the ages of 21 and 45 who will 
not equip themselves, shall be called the se- 
cond class, and pay a certain sum in lieu 
thereof, for the encouragement of the volun- 
teers, and of the first class of militia. 


That the first class only out/lit to be subject 


to drill or duty in the time of peace. 


That all militin trainings not in uniforms, 


should be abolished, and that the second class 
ouo-ht not to be required to do military duty, 
except when called forth to execute the laws, 
to suppress insurrections, and repel invasions. 


That the first class be furnished with arms 


and accoutrements, camp equipage, music, 
powder, and five days rations in each vear. 
and be required to encamp for instruction 
three successive days in each yenr. 


The militia shall be enrolled as required 


by law by the proper officers, and every enrol-

mately accede to the terms ofthe treaty. 


SPAIN. 


There had been some movements in the 


army of Spain, which had given rise to ac- 
tive speculations among the political circles 
of Paris, as to the objects of Ferdinand. 


RUSSIA AND POLAND. 


There is nothing from these countries, ex- 


cept the official report of prince Paskewitsch, 
ofthe storming and capture of Warsaw. The 
whole loss of the Russian army is computed 
at 3.000 killed, including 63 officers, and 7,- 
500 wounded, including 445 officers. 


TURKEY. 


There had been an extraordinary phenom- 


enon in Constantinople. After an uncom- 
monly sultry night, threatening clouds rose 
about six in the morning ofthe 5th of Octo- 
ber in the horizon to the south west, and a 
noise between thunder and tempest was 
heard, and yet not to be compared with eith-

denied. 
In our war we are one people. 


In making peace, we are one people.— 
In all commercial regulations, we are 
one and the same people. 
In many o- 


ther respects, the American 
People 


are one. 
And the Government, which 


is alone capable of controlling Sc mana- 
ging the interests in all these respects, 
is the government of the Union. 
It is 


their Government, and in that charac- 
ter they have no other. 
America has 


chosen to be, in many respects and for 
many purposes, a nation ; and for all 
these purposes, her government is com- 
plete ; to ail these objects it is compe- 
tent. 
The People have declared, that 


in the exercise of all powers given for 
these objects,it is supreme. It can, then, 
in effecting these objects, legitimately 
control all individuals or governments 
w i t h i n the American territory. 
The 


constitution and laws of a State, so far 
as they are repugnant to the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, are 
absolutely void. 
The States are con- 


stituent parts of the United States.— 
They are members of one great empire; 
for some purposes sovereign, for some 
purposes subordinate." 


Desertions—It appears, from the Se 


cretary of War's report, that nearly 
on." fourth of the United States stand- 
ing army deserted during the last year. 
The cruH punishment of death has 
been for some time, and very justly, a- 
holished. 
But the penalty now inflict- 


ed does not seem to answer the intend- 
ed purpose; and some more efficient 
mode is requisite to keep the soldiers 
to their duty. 
One addressed to their 


interest, rather than their fears, will, 
perhaps, be most likely to succeed 
and the Secretary of War has recom- 
mended, that their wages be increased, 
and that the bounty and some part of 
their pay be retained until the close of 
their period of enlistment.—N. ¥• Con.
